"Bs stand for Sporadic B, not 'E skip,t There ia E skip, but it never reaches 
TV frequencies." (Top frequency. about 25 me;) "In Es, there is nothing Inherent _ 
about it to cause the horizontal black and white bars, which move up and down, These 
bars may be present in any form of DX, and 1s the beat between the video carriers of 
the two (or more) TV stations."' The FCC assigns slightly varying frequencies for 
stations near each other, and on the same channel, therefore the ORM is very fine, 
"But when you get Es, the distance is usually greater,.. hence you may get a second | 
station assigned to the same exact frequency." "The type of QRM on screen IS NOT AT 
ALL A FACTOR OF THE PROPAGATION with the exception of the Aurora DX." If only one 
station is received on a channel» no horizontal bars. "Es is more often than not 
free from ghosts, but ghosts are often present, especially during periods of great 
fading," Rapid fading is the most conmon characteristic of Es, "There has yet to be — 
an authentic case of Bs DX on channel 7 or higher." (These quotes from Gordon Simkin) -

- Gordon Elmer Simkin, age 27, top DXer, propagation expert, AIPA board ‘member, and 
Intergetional DX Editor, was born in. Toma lana, California, on May 15, 1931- the fifth 
child and first*son in the family. 

little Gordon showed his "first interest in radio by trying to.see the train inside 
the radio when he was four years old." At this time his chief interest was ‘4n clocks 
and trains, Gordon, starting school at eight, in the second grade, “should have been 
in third grade but couldn't read good enough. Penmanship...rea » and ree 
ceived the lowest, grades." When World War IT started, he was in th 2 fou . 

Gordon's interest in radio really began in. the sixth. grade when he saw a petal 
set made by.a classmate and, with the help of a local “ham',made a set of his om 
“which really worked good, . .got two stational" That sumer he was given an old Tailio. 

That game yéar’Gordon was baptized inte the Seventh Day Adventist Church, 

The next year he went to school in los Angeles and worked there in his father's 
printing shop for 25¢ an hour "big money" for Gordon}. About this time he nade anoth- 
er crystal set. whigh picked up eight or. nine. stations, 02 ie 

The following summer Gordon learned about radio parts while, working asa “stockboy 
in a Los Angeles wholesale house, still for 25¢ an hour, During the summer, the Sim- 
kins moved "lock, stock, and print. shop" to EL Honte, near "L,A,",. While in the 8th 

grade, Gordon learned enough about the’ basics of radio, by helping at a repair shop 
"for fun", to repair neighbors! radios, 

During’ his Freshman and Sephmore years at "Academy" (the Seventh Day Adventist 
High School ),Gordon read every library book on radio, and persuaded the librarian to. 
buy "Television Simplified" by Milton S, Kiver (an excellent book on TV theory), 

Gordon spent his: Junior year in Florida and.his Senior year at a boarding Academy 
in Newbury Park, California, where he built two 7 inch TV sets from kits, In the 
“Westinghouse. Sedence Talent Search't he entered a theme on TV and received honorable 
mention, 

When Gordon first took his TV to Florida in June 1950, the nearest ‘TV station was 
WMBR.4, Jacksonville, 120 miles away, Reception was supposed to be impossible at — 
that afstance. Despite the "rules" and a simple conical antenna, he received WNBR~ 
“that is, if you. stood 20 feet from TV, you could tell what was going on - almost!" 

Gordon had heard of TV DX reception, but the books had said that this, ‘too, was 
impossible. On June 13, at 0900, Gordon, "for a yet unknown reason", turned ‘on his TV 
and when he turned to channel two, to his "amazement" saw WCBS$ By 1230 he received 
thirteen test patterns from Norfolk to Boston and over to Detroit. He believes the 
only station not Ted was ‘NBT (now WRCA). Gordon Died the, rest of the: Summer, TO. 
ceiving almost every low-band station within 1300.milea, -.. : 

In. Septenber 1950, Gordon started to college in Ia Sierra, California, where he © 
majored in Physics, He obtained his "ham" license in February 1951, was’ on thé’ atr-“"* 
on six meters by May, and spent the summer Ding on TV and six meters, in addition to 
sumer school, He talked to Maryland, Connecticut, and Ontario, Canada and Logged 
TV stations from Houston to Seattle, 

In the. summer of '52, Gordon was back in. Florida.with a sovpedeup seven inch TY, 
three boosters, and a four bay conical antenna which pulled in 55 DX. stations in the 
U.S., Cuba, Hexico, and Canada, “Still no double hop TV, best DX under 1350 miles."
